| And (moit Honorable Lords) by ſomuch the more have we pre- 
ſumed to tender nt your Lordſhips favorable examinatio,theſe con- 
ſiderations, by how much the more your fame,prayſe and honour may 
be ſounded,and reſounded throughout all the Churches, when you ſhall 
be well pleaſed to become humble interceſſors nts our moit gracious 
and Chriitian Lord and Kine, for a more temperate, mild, and cha- 
ritable courſe, by the Dioceſans and other ordmaries, hereafier to bee 
held atain# the Minifters;untill they ſhall defend their late cenſures,

1n th: mane ſeaſon, that more rigour and ſeveritie of law hath of 
late bene wſed in "ox of their Con(iſtories then was meete.theſe conſt- 
derations with their reaſons drawen from the lawes, ſlatutes, and Ca- 
ons, which them ſelves profeſſe and prafiiſe (if rightly they were ap- 
plied to their proceedings )may ſufficiently witnes, For by theſe grounds 
and reaſons,if inquiſition or information had ben made,or taken,ſen- 
zences of grace and abſolution gather then of. diſzrace and condemna- 
tro ought (in onr indgement) to have enſued. 
| If we ſhould be demanded, what colour of law or reaſon they can 
; pretend, for their forme and maner of proceedings, we might rather 
have car;ſ# to wonder, then be able toyeeld any reaſonable aunſroere to 
ſach demaund. And therefore as they be old trnough, ſo good leave ſhal 
they have from wvs,to make —_— for them ſelves. 

Only thus much we might be able,reaſonably to defend,3 hat a good 
governement being lightſome, can not brooke the darkſomnes of that 
which is evill. And on the other ſide, that an evill governement, be. 
ing darkſome, can not but flie the lightſommes of that which is good. 
If the government then of the Church by Dioceſans, &3 other ordina- 
ries, had bene lightſomnts, and not rather darkſonznes,it could not 
have come ſo to paſſe, as it hath done, that the Moone, as it were aba- 
ſhed,and the Sunne, as it were aſhamed, ſhould flye before the obſcuri- 
tic of mo#t groſſe darknes:.T hat lampes of pure oyle,and candleitickes 
of fine golde, landing and burning day & night in the temple, ſhould 
be removed and put ont: and that inſteed thereof,both woodden can- 
al:flickes,and tights of bulruſhes, ſhould be brought in,and ſet wp. 

Nay if we had not ſeene it with oa eyes, & heardit with our eares, 
zt rr have ſe:med a wonder altogether uncredible vntowvs that not 
one (ſo farre as we can learne)among 2.0r 3 thouſand MixiFer(ſome 
whtr eof are natortouſly knowne, to be ignorant & vnlearned,ſome idle 
and'non reſident ſome common bibbers & taverne haunters, ſome dy. 
cers and gameiters. ſome fighters and quarellers,ſome wanton & adul- 
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terous, ſome ſimoniacall and « ſur ions, ſome pompous and ambitions, . 
ſome greedy and covetous, ſome ſwearers and ſwaggerers, and ſome pro- 
phane and voy of all honetie of lift!) fhould ſo much as once in twoo 
ytares , for any of theſe groſſe tmpicties , bee publickly admoniſhed,, or 
marked with the leaft note af diſgrace, for no conflratirk to the holy 
Lewes of God: And yet notwithitanding, that a third or fourth part of 
three or foure hundred painful diſcreet, learned.grave and godly mi- 
niiters,within leſſe then ſixe monethes. ſhould be ſ«ſpended,deprived,or 
depoſed ſome from their offices, and ſome from their benefices, not for 
commiſcion of the leaſt of the gr0eſt of theſe ſinnes but only for omiſci- 
on of the leait of the comm 1nnd:ments and traditions of men . If wee 
ſay we hadnot both heard and ſeene,and knowne th:ſe things, wee could 
never have belecved them to be true. h 

Nay ifwe h14 not heard it,and knowne tt, how incredible might it 
be,that ſundry learned and godly Minifers vowing. protefting, & of- 
fering to teſlifie upon their corporall othes that they abſtayned from the 
wſe of ceremoni:s, for none other cauſe, but onely for feare of offendinge 
God,wounding their owne weake conſciences,& ſeandalizing their bre. 
thren,coild not for all this by the Dioceſans be accepted, but comman. 
ded away and put to ſilence, t: 4 

Now alas ( Mo#t noble Lords) if ſuch a _ of luftice,and ſuch an 
hand of uudzement,by your Lordſbippes, or other the Kings Iuitices & 
Officers were held in the civil governement of the common weale what 
out-cryes would there be md in all the corners of the land, yea &x with 
what ſwarmes of diſordered and riotowus perſons, would the Kings Do- 
minions gn ſhort ſþace,be overflowen and peitered? 

It is true (my Lordes )we confeſſe,that non relatione criminum, 
ſed innocentia rei purgantur, And therefore to excuſe any Miniſter 
whereits he may iu#tly be blamed, is farre from our minde aud purpoſe. 
For we grant that every one mu#t beare his owne burthen, and that 
every man ought by hus owne innocencie, to purge himſelf, bee orher 

5 offences never ſo great,or ſeeme his owne,in his owne yes, never 
0 ſmall, : 1. 
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But we have therefore balanced the toleration of ſcandalous and 

wnlearned —_— with the moleſtation of learned and godly Mini- 
ſters, tothe end your Loraſhippes underitanding the number of ſinnes 
and impieties every where daily abounding,by the multitude of the for- 
mer,and the ſcarcitie of godlines in every place to be ſeene, by the pauci- 
tic of the later, your Lordſhippes by your wiſedomes might Shes, and 
by your authorities prevent that peftilemt contagion of ignorance + 4 
Gods revealed will, which by this prepotterous ſufferance, of the one, & 
violent progreſſe agamst the other, ready to infett the whole Charch, 
ang by conſequence, to lay wait the common weale, as a pray to the po- 
piſh faction. 

For is there not by this me, nes a way prepared and made ready for 
the greateit part of the peopleyo revolt from the Goſpell to poperie? and 
ſo from their raturall and Chriſtian Lord and King to a forein & an- 
tichriſtian Pope? For let the booke of God be once ſealed up from the» 
people in Englſh,as in time of poperie it was ſealed vp,unto our fathers 
in Latine, and let the people by example of the wicked & ſcandalous life 
of Miniſters be drawne along in their owne naturall corruption, who 
will ot be ready to aſsiſt every leſuite & Seminarie,whe he jhal preach 
poperie, the very miſtris and mother of all corruption & rebellion ? 

T he wearing of a whit Surplice, and the feyned making of an ayrie 
croſſe in Japtifine how Litle the popiſh faftion,by the ſame wilbe quieted 
and kept in awe, the late outragious ſtarting out in Wales, and their 
madad combynings in other places,nay be a good caveat for your Lord- 
ſhippes to conſider : whether their drifies bee not rather to _— 4 
more publike diſtarbance,then to continew them ſelves within the liſtes 
of that obedience whereumo they were conſtreyned in the raigne of our 
late Soveraiene of bleſſed memerie, Qncenc Elizabeth, 

Your Lordſhips therefore could not but performe a moſt acceptable 
ſervice, firſt vnto God,and hit Charch : Jecondy wnts the King & his 
Realme, if your Loraſhips would be pleaſed to bee petitioners wnto his 
HMaicſtie, that by his Regale and Supreame power ghere might bee ans 
bealing of the former errour and vncharitablenes of the Dioceſans and 

| other 
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other ordinaries. For it can not be denied but that by their manner of 
proceedings they haue ſinned againſiGod jn this, that they have equal- 
ed, nay rather mm ſome things preferred their owne Canons & Decrees, 
before the commaundement of God. And therfore it cannot be but that 
they have herein, as much as in them lay, provoked the wrath of God 
againſt the King and his whole Realme if by the Kings zeale this their 
ſo groſſe a ſinne be not reformed. My Lordes, we ave well adviſed what 
we ſpeake herein before your Lordſtps; for we ſpeake nothing but what 


we prove thus: 


Whoſoever for not wearing a Surplice,or for not croſſing 
in Baptiſme,ſuſpendeth or depriveth a Preaching Mint- 
ſter,otherwiſe vnreproveable for life and dodtrine,and 
not ſuſpendeth, nor depriveth , but tolerateth an vn- 
preaching miniſter,ſcandalous in life,& ignorant of do- 
crine, the ſame perſon preferreth in this thing, the ob- 
ſervation of his owne Canon and Decree: before the 
commandement of God, | | | 
But ſome Dioceſans and ordinaries, for not weatine a ſur- 
plice,&for not making a crofle in Baptiſine,do ſuſpend 
and deprive preaching Miniſters,otherwiſe vnreprova- 
ble for life and doctrine, and yet doe neither ſuſpend, 
nor deprive, buttolerate ynpreaching miniſters, ſcan- 
dalous in life,and ignorant of doctrine. | 
Therefore ſome Diocelans and Ordinaries in this thing, 
preferre the obſervation of their owne canons and de- 
crees,befoce the commandement of God,

CAndindeed (my Lords) from hence is it, that the Dioceſans and 
whole _ of England (ever ſince they. made a ſeparation from the 
wvnitic of the Church of Rome )have aſſ bene named, and reputed ſe 
Ftartes & ſcifmatickes,as though they had without cauſe devided thens 
ſebves from the wnitie of the true church of Chriit. Whereas in trueth, 
theChurch of Rome by bir Apoitaſie having cut hir ſelfe from the wni- 
tie and vnverſalutie of the dottrine and diſcipline of the true and mo- 
ther church of leruſalem js hir ſelfe become the mo#t notable and prime 
fſeftariit and ſciſmatich of all the world. And of whoſe ſchiſmes our Di- 
oceſans,ſo farre ag they partake with hir, can not be but guiltie. Yules 
then the Dioceſan can approve them ſelves, touching x wſc of cere- 
monies and Dioceſan governement, to ſtand in wnitie with the true & 
new leruſalem.jn theſe dayes repaired & departed from the old ſciſmes 
and (cttes,of Rome, we afoe our ſelves that they ſhall never b.e able to 
ove thoſ: mintiters which ſtatid not inwnitie either of iudgement.or 
prachſe with them, but be conſcionably and ſs lawfully drvided in theſe 
things, from them, for ſuch drviſion,to be ſettaries or ſciſmatickes?

And as tonching the forme of the Letanic of K. Eaw.booke, whereay 
the ſame by the letter of the Act, ſeemerh by the Parliament, td have ben 
alrered & corrected {for rhe words ſtand rhus, viz. altered & corrected, 
& not to be altered & corrected)yer now @ it is, that the ſame forme re- 
mainerh ſtil in the pariſh book vnaltered,& vncorrefted. For thewhole 
forme,order,and di{poliris of prayers, which is in the Letanic of the pa- 
riſh book is the ſame forme,order & diſpolition of prayers which wasin 
the Letany of K. Ed. book, Excepr vnhappely we (hall (ay, that the tran(- 
poſition and alteration of the prayer of Chry ſoſtem(by the booke of K. 
Eadw. according to the nature of the letter of thar prayer appointed to be 
read, laſt of all the prayers in the Letanic)is an alteration and correQtion 
of the forme of the Leranie, when as notwithitanding the tranſpoſition 
and alteration of thar prayer by the pariſh booke, app ointedmor ro bee 
read laſt; but b«fore fundrie orhce prayers, is rather a playne corrupti- 
on, and not 4 correRion, of that parte of the forme of the Letanie : For 
this tranſpolicign is as if an huſband-man, ſhould ſet his cart _—

his hov{c;or as anOrator ſhould place his c6cluſion before his proherne; 
Again it can not probably or reaſonably be gathered,that the Parlia- 
ment mentioning # alteration & correction made of the forme of the 
| Ietany,didinted by the words(forme of the Letany altered & corrected) 
that part of the matter of the Letany was or ſhould be altered & correc- 
ted. For the matter of that prayer was good,and without faulr, & needed 
noalterationand correction at all, yea and had the Parliamet derrated 
or intended,that that prayer ſhould be derracted out of the Letany, and 
that by the detraction thereof,the forme of the Letanic had ben altered 
and corrected, then would no doubt the Parliament have ſpoken pro- 
perly and plainly in this cafe,like as the ſame did in the other two caſes, 
in this or the like maner,viz.'one prayer againſt the tyrannie of the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome,and all his deteſtable enormities,derraCted : In like ſorte, 
I ſay,as itenacted, one alteration or addition of certeyne leflons to bee 
ved onevery ſunday inthe yeare, and two ſentences only added in the 
delivery of the Sacraments to the communicants: wherefore the Parlia- 
ment,in the excellencie of their iudgement & tharpnes of their wiſdom, 
by th. ſe wordes (forme altered and corrected)neceflarily implying,that 
the forme of the Letany of King Edwards booke, was faulty and cor- 
rupt, it can not by any reaſonable conſtruction bee gathered, that the 
Parliament by forme of the Letamie,did intend any part of the marter of 
the Letanic, which was good and (incetre. For if we ſpeake properly, and 
not tropically, plainly, and not obſcurely; iudicioufly, and not ridicu« 
louſly;(as all Statutes and all wiſe Law-makers ſpeak or cught to ſpeak) 
we can not ſay, that.any parte of the matter of a thing, is the forme of a 
thing. For what a vanitie were it to call the matter of a loafe,the forme 
ofa [oaks 2 The matter of an houſe, the forme of an houſe ? or the mat- 
ter of a man, the forme of a man? much more vainly then needs muſt we 
ſpeake, if we call the matter of a malt of a ſhip, che forme of a ſhip; the 
matter of the clapper of a bell, the forme of a bell; or the matter of the 
whit ofan eggs, the forme of an cgge . Wherefore it can not otherwiſe 
be intended bythe Pachament, bur that the faulty and corrupt forme, 
order, and diſpoiition of prayers conteyned in the Letany of King Ed- 
wards booke,was, or at leaſtwiſe, ſhould have bene corrected and alre- 
red into an holy & (incere forme,order, and diſpolition of prayers, and 
not to have continued ſtill faulty and corru —_—_ the ſame wasin the 
beginning and ficſt originall thereof. Yea and that this indeed was the 
true meaninge of the Parliament, is more fally confirmed ynto vs out 
of the doctrine of one of the Homilies, commaunded publikely to yn

read in the churches :For comon prayer (ſaith the Homilie) is rehear- 
ſed and (aid by the publicke Minaſter,in the name of the people & the The ſecond 
whole multitude preſent, whervnto they giving their ready audience, rl Vie of 
ſhould aſſent and fay Amen. But in the Letany of the bouke attayned the Church, 
and gotten by the Pariſhioners, the forme of prayers is not framed af- 
ter this maner. For in ſome part of the Letauy the Miniſter only repea- 
ecth ſome thing, for the which the people praye,and ſo it commeth to 
paſle,that the _ only praye, and not the Miniſter : - and ſo the 
Miniſter ſupplicth the place of the people, and the people the place of 
the miniſter. Agayne in ſome other partes of the Lerany, the miniſter 
prayeth for one thing ,and the people following, pray for another ; By 
meanes Whereof,the faultic and corrupt forme, order and diſpolitivn 
of prayers in the Letany, diſagreeable to the doctrine of the Homlie, 
eemaynerh vnaltered and vncorrected, contraric co the act of Parlia- 
ment and dodtrine of the church of England. 

Concerning addition and alteration ſpecified in the aQ, there be di- 
yers and ſundry other alterations, and ſome additions alſo, in the pa- 
riſh booke; differing from the booke of King Edward, in wel-nigh 1. 
materiall poyntes. And for the vſc of which pointes,if the Kings lud- 

es and [uſtices ſhould as ſtrictly and rigorouſly procecd, as the Bb. 
| done,and yer doe, for the not vſc ofthe Sui plice & Croſle, they 
_— bring all the miniſters of the church within danger of fixe mo- 
nethes impriſonment,and of the loſle of one yeares profire, of all their 
ſpiricuall promotions to the King. For theſe words of the ſtatute, thar 
all and (ingular miniſters, in any Cathedrall or Parith church,8&c. be 
bound to ſay and vic the Matte as, Evenſong,celebration of the Lords 
Supper, and adminiſtration of cach of the Sacramentes, and all their 
common and open prayer,in ſuch order and forme as is mentioned in 
the ſaid booke '1 authorized by Parliament in the fifth & ſixth yeeres 
of th: Raigne of King Edward the (1xth with one alteration, &c. and 
none other or otherwiſe: Theſe wordes (I (ay) doe as cxattly and pre- 
ciſely bind all Miniſters to vſe the book of King Edw. and none other 
or otherwiſe in all poynres (cxcepting the excepted)as they binde anie 
Miniſters to vſe the rites & ceremonies, mencioned 1n the ſaid booke: 
Bur how can any Miniſter yſe that order of ſervice, and none other or 
otherwile,w hick is appointed in the booke of fift and fixr Edw.6. (cx- 
cepting the excepred) when as ſome other order of fetvice (exceptinge 
the cxceptcd) is concluded within the booke; provided by the Pariſht-

v{: of which booke, a miniſter is punithable by the ſtatute. And to 
make the thing which we have in hand to be vndeniable, & without 
cavil: namely,that the booke provided by rhe Pariſhioners,is not that 
bouke, which is authoriſed by act of Parljament : it is to be noted (be. 
{ides the alterations and additions ſpecified in the {tatute) that there is 
one great and mayne alteration, beztwcene the two bookes, of lundric 
chapters,appointcd to be read for the firſt Icflons, art Martens, & Even 
fong,vpon divers fcſtivall dayes. Which alteration alſo, it is evident, 
that the (ame was made generally,and for the moſt partfrom the bet- 
ter,to the worſe, namely from the canonicall ſcriptures,to theApocti- 
phall writings : from whole chapters, to peeces of chapters, and that 
as it ſeemeth,not without fraud and colluti6 tothe Queene & Realm, 
The proofe of which alteration is apparantly ſcene by the feverall ka- 
lenders,of both bookes. Vnto which kalenders, for the firſt & ſecond 
lc(fons, (cxcept the ſame be proper leflons)at morning and- evening 
prayer the miniſter is referred. For in a Rubrick before, T'e Deam,at 
morning prayer, it is ſaid : There ſhalbe read two leſlons diſtintly 
with a loude voyce; the ficſt of the old reſtament, the ſecond of the 
new,like as they be appointed by the kalender,cxcept there be proper 
leſſons aſſigned for that day. And inthe order for evening prayer it is 
thus ſaid: Then a leflon of the old Teſtament as is appointed likewiſe 
in the kalender,except there be proper leſſons appointed for that day, 
And aftec Magnificat: then a leflon of the new Teſtament; Now thele 
ficſt and fr le{lons, whether they be proper or not proper leſſons, 
aſſigned by the pariſh booke, that many of them doc vary from the 
firſt and (ccond lefſons, appointed by the booke of yg. and 6. Edw.6.is 
Ry to be ſeene,not anly by the kalenders of both bookes, but alſa 
y the order appointed for proper leflons: A paterne whereof at ccr- 
teyne feaſt dayes followeth :

Out of which 
Rnbrick ( amongſt a number of _ dayes there ſpecified) 
fix dayes be ſecluded from being holy dayes; for the which 
ſox dayes notwith(tiding, proper Icfſons are appointed ro be 
read,as vpon holy daycs: and theſe fix dayes be the dayes fol- 
| lowing: viz.the day of the c6verſion of Paule, Barnabes day, 
Wenſday and Thurſday before Eaſter , Goodfriday, and Ea- 
ſer even. 
It feemeth therefore not to be ſo ſafe a matter, as men are borne in 


. hand iris, for miniſters abſolutcly ro ſubſcribe, thar there is nothing 


in the whole booke of common praygr, repugnant to the holy worde 
of Gud, ſecing there is ſo grolle and palpable a repugnancie inthe 
book<e it ſclfe. (onſpntiet nulls,qui ſecum diſſidet ipſe. Vnto which re- 

ugnanciec alſo may be added an other repugnancy more abſurd. For 
þcitdes the alterations and additions before ipecified, and not compri- 
ſed in the ſtature, there is a Rubrick added,which not only repugnerh 
the booke of K. Edward, but alſo crofſeth the kalender, aſwell of the 
pariſh booke it ſelfe,as of the booke of X. Edward. By which Rubrick 
al.v there is a detraction from the booke of K. Edward, worſe then the 
former of the Letany. Becauſe this Rubrick appointerh onely part of 
the firlt chapter of Saint Matthew, and part of the third chapter of 
Saint Luke to be read, whenſoever by the kalender or booke, thoſe 
chapters come to be read, Whereas the kalender of both bookes ap- 
pointcth the whole firſt chapter of Saint Matthew,& the whole third 
chapter of Saint Luke to be read vpon divers dayes in theyeare. As for 
example, both bookes on the firſt Sunday after the nativitie, appoint 
the whole firſt chapter of Saint Matthew to be read for the Goſpell. 
Which whole chapter alfo is appointed by the kalenders of both 
bookcs,to be read for the ſecond lefſon of morning prayer on the ſe- 
cond day of lanuary,the third of May, and the Ih Auguſt. The like 
is to be obſerved by the kalenders, for the reading of the whole third 
chapter of Saint Luke, for the ſecond leffon at morning prayer, vpon 
the 21,o0f February, the 19.of lunc,and the 17.of Oftober. 

But theſe chapters are no part of the Buoke of comon prayer, and 
by the Preface before the ſecond part of the Homnlies, a. Miniſter may 
for ſome chapters of the old Teſtament, read ſome chapters of the 
New,as to him ſhall ſceme to tend more to cdification.

By your leave,this yourexception ſecmerthto be but an homelic, & 
frivoulous exception : For though the chapters bee no pare of the 
booke of. common prayer, yet be the chapters part of the matter of 
the common ſervice of the church preſcribed by the booke: yea and 
the formall and orderly reading of ſuch and ſuch chapters, at ſuch & 
ſuch rimes,is part alſo of the order and forme of laying the ſame ſer- 
vice. Infomuch as neither Mattens nor Evenſong, in marter & forme 
can be ſong or ſaid, without the chapters be read. And as for the pre- 
face torhoHomilies,thart by the ſame the miniſter is ar libertic to cane 
ſome chapters of the old,for ſome chapters of the new Teſtament, for 
ficſt or ſecond leflon,whar doeth that helpe the failification of the pa- 
riſh booke,when the ſame,in place of fix and twentie,or there2 bouts, 
of Canonical, hath appointed ſo many of Apocriphall chaprers,vpon 
feaſt dayes ro bee read ? Or how can the Preface exempt a Miniſter 
from being puniſhable b<fore the Kinges Iuſtices, if he ſhall follow 
fome private preface, and breake the Kings publike edit 2 

Bur both bookes agree in many pointes,and namely that the Mini- 
ſter in Baptiſme ſhall make a<roſlc ypon the childes forchead,& ſhall 
fay:We ligne thee with the ligne of thecroſle,&c, And therefore how 
ſocycr the bookes may differ in ſome moe pointes then are mentioned 
in the Statute,yet clcanc to diſavow the book of common prayer p10- 
vided by the Pariſhioners, notto bee the booke of - common prayer, 


- which the Miniſters in their dayly miniſtratis arc bound to yl:;, is but 


a cavill, and reproveth the whole ſtate of Prelacic and of the Realme, 
who have received and yſed the ſame book<e, ever lince the firit yeare 
ef our late Queenes Raigne. 

King Henri the eeght, writing to the Empercur againſt the Pope, 
telleth him, that a free man ignorant of his freedorae,doth not there - 
for: þ:come a bondman, becauſe ignorantly he ſubmittech him ſclfe 
to ſervitude; No more (ſay we) is the State of the Realme, lyable to re- 

roofe, when having committed the ordering of theſe Rh cothe 
Edelitic and circumipcCtion of the Clergie,it hath beye abuſcd by the 
Clergie. Howſocyerthe State then of the Realme have received and 
yſcd the booke, attayned and gotten by the Pariſhioners, it mattererh 
not to the point in queſtion. For if the Clergie vnwitting to the State, 
have cauſed or ſuffered a booke to bee printed and publiſhed, which 
hath bur the ſhew of a book<e, then (as it ſcemeth)hath the Clergic ns 
haw, but the ſhewe gf a law to cnforce the vic of fuch a bovke, as the 


State. 
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State hath not authorized: And therefore we may not for clearing the 
Clergiesiuſt reproofe,confeſſe an yntruerh, and {ti} conceale a Kinde 
of inuſtice (vnwirting co the State) executed by the Cleargie, vnder a 
colour of luftice, as it their iniuſtice by colour of crrour, were main- 
zainable by the State : For ſo contrarie to all reaſon and good duetie, 
(which we owe to the ſtate and crothe Church) we ſhould not only in- 
ecxlace the innocencie of the State, with the guiltines of the Cleargie, 
but alfs mingle the churches induftrie, with-the Clergies il] huſban- 
drie. It is therefore no cavill, to oppoſe a iuſt and true anſ{were, toan 
yntrue and ynſound. plea: 

For alb-cit the two bookes agree: in many pointes, and ſpecially in 
mencioning the making of a croſle,&c. nevertheles the parith booke, 
can not therefore any more truely be counted , that booke which is 
authoriſed by act of Parliament, then can that coyne bee reckoned ro 
be the Kings coyne,which hath in ic, nine partes filver, and the tenth 
part copper,nether is it any more lawfull for an ordinary,to preſſe the 
vic of a booke, init {elfe corrupted , though in many points it agree 
with the originall;then it is ſuffcrable for the Kings Iuſtices, to mnſloct 
the vie of a coyne in ic ſelfe counterfeite, though in forme and chara- 
Qere, it be like the Kings Image and ſuperſcription. Wherefore the 
mencion made inthe pariſh booke of making of a croſle, &c. not be- 
ing a marrer of power ſuffictent to warrant « pariſh booke ; butthe 
bouke authoriſed by at of Parliament , being a matter of powerto 
warrant the making ofa crolle,&c, wee may iuſtly ayow the booke of 
common prayer,attayned and gotten by the pariſhioners , not to bee 
that booke, which the Miniſters in their da fi miniſtration of divine 
ſervice,be bound to vie, notwithſtanding tho making of acralle and 
fGigning the child in the forchead with a crolle, be therein mencioned: 
If reply bee made that this plea would bur litle caſe or advantage the 
Miniſters.in caſc the r1ght booke ſhould be reviewed , correted and 
new printed, we then rezoyne and averre. Firſt,that the day is paſt long 
fince, before which time this worke ſhould have bene refined, and that 
therefore it is now to0 late, without a new law, to-reviewe and amend 
the ſame.

king leaf, in,or about the beginning of his groſs it cemeth) ha- 
ving appointed the Pricſtes to take all the (ilver of dedicate thinges 
brought.ro the houſe of the Lord,and therwith to repaire the broken 
plaers of the houſe, whereſocver any decay was found, and the Pricſts 
yntllche three and twentith yeare of his Raigne, not having mended, 
that which was decaycd , nor repayred the ruines of the Temple , the

From all which premiſes it ſeeraeth that theQueene, the Lords and 
Commons,never intended to impoſe ſuch an exact andpreciſe obſer- 
vation of the booke of common prayer vpon the Minitters, as that in 
no place,nor at any Ow ſhould omit the reading, ſaying, or y- 
ſing of a chapter, a prayer, a ſcion, a rite or ceremonie, ypon peyne 
of impriſonment,&c. ay the Queenes Iuſiices, or yppon peyne of 
deprivation b. fore che ordinary. 

And therefore the intent of the Parliament, not becing ſo much to 
binde the Miniſter to ſuch anexact and preciſe obſervation, as ta ſes 
clade all orders and formes of prayers, miniſtration of Sacramentes, 
vic of rites and ceremanies, not mentioned and (ct forth in the ſaide 
booke,it ſcemerth very vnrcaſunable,and much derogatorie to the au-

Burt now if the Archbiſhops and Biſhops (at the abandoning of the 
Popes power out of the Realme) have ” we confclle they had)an or- 
dinaric iuxifdiction by. the ſtatutes of the Realme, reſerved ta their 
Archtepifcopall and Epiſcopal ſeas,ſhall therevpon thinke,that law- 
fully by their ordinary iurifdiction onely (without regard of any Au-

And therefore the refuſing to vie the ſame booke, or any parte 
thereof, is (o farre from being puniſhable by the ſame law, as by the 
ſame law,it is a matter worthy of high prayſc,and commendation for 
a Miniſtcz to refuſe to vſe it, :

You miſtake the caſes,& as it ſeemeth,you vnderſtand nor the law, 
The Freehold of a layick,and the Freehold of an cccleliaſticall perſon 
be nor of one nature, The former belongeth vnto him by atitle inve- 
ſted in his perſon, but the latter apperteyneth vnto a Church-man, in 
the right of hisChurch:Ifthen the Churchwan be diſplaced from his 
Chutch,it followeth by a neceſſary co{cequence, that he muſt likewiſe 
be diſcharged from his freehold. For he, being in the eye of the Jaw 
dcad vnto bis Church,can no more cnioy the trechold which he held 
inthe right of his Church,then can a dead Layick any longer holde a 
Franktenement,in right of his perſon. And for your better fatisfacti- 
on hercin,I would haye you to confider,that the like courſe of Iuſtice 
is kept and mimſtred againſt certcine officers in the common yeale ; 
which officers, ſo ſoone as for any iuſt cauſe they thall be put frs their 
offices, doe withall and forthwith looſe ſuch their frecholdes,as ioint- 
ly with their offices, and in regard of their offices they held. 

The Maiſter of the Rolles and Warden of the Fleete, having their 
offices graunted for terme of life, though ether of them by the ſame 
graunt be ſciſed of a freehold, the one of the houſe called the Rolles, 
the other of the hbuſe called the Fleete : nevertheles if the firſt bee put 
from his Maſterſhip,and the {ccond from his Wardenſhip,ncither can 
the one,nor the other, by the law and iuſtice of the Realme, rereyne ei- 
ther ofthoſe houſes, as his Freehold ; For as the houſes were 1oimtly 
with their offices,& in reſp of their offices granted, So their offices 
being once taken from the,they wuſt withal by neceſſary conſequence 
forgo thoſe their houſes,web for the time they held as their freeholds. 

ell: if this be all that may gayneſay our poſition, then be not our 
caſes miſtaken,neither yer have we ſo ignorantly vrged & applied the 
law and freecuſtomes of the Realme,as you would beare vs in hande, 
For though we gratit, what ſocyer you have cxcepted,to be true,yet can 
not the ſame be a barre againſt our pleading. For wee have hetherto 
leaded no more in eff, but thus,viz.thata Parſon or Vicar during 
bis miniſteriallfunCtion,berng in the eye of the law , no dead bur a li- 
ving perſon,and.a free man of the Realme, ought no more, for a con- 
tempt vnto his Ordinatics admonition, by any law of he Realme bee 
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difpoſſeſſed from the freehold , which in right of his funcdion he cn-

And what if the Freeholdes of a Layick,& of ancccleſtaltical perſon, 
be (as you lay they be)diverſly polleſſed, rhe one by'right of church, 
the other by right of perſon, what doeth this (I ſay) impugne our ſay- 
ing,that no Frecholder for corempr of the Kings comandment may be 
punithed with lotle of his freehold, whe the greatCharter of England 
telleth vs, that a freemi ſhall not be amerced for a ſmall faule;bur after 
the quantity of the fault. And for a great faulr,after the maner therof, 
ſaving co him hiscontenement or freehold; Ifthen vnto every freema 
punithable by the law,though his faulrbe-great, his Contenen:ent or 
Frechold ought to be reſerved; it-fteermeth much more reatonable to 
follow,that no Churchman, being a freeman of the Realme, may for 
contempt be puniſhed,with lofle of his Contenement or Freehold, 

And that you may conſider(againſt ournext conference) more deep- 
ly of this matrer,let me put this caſe vnto:you viz.That aChurchman 
and a temporall-perſon, both freemen of the Realme ; for one and the 
ſclfe ſame conge mpt againſt the King, were puniſhable by the grear 
Lordes in the (tarre chamber, or in any other Court, by other a the 
Kings Iaſtices; would our lawes & freecuftomes of the Realme(think 
you)1uſtifie,that the ſpirituall perſon,enioyning ſtill his ſpiricual fun- 
Rion,might 1a this caſe be mulcted with the lolke gf his benefice, and 
yet the rEporal perſon not to be panithable bythe 18 of his freehold? 

The examples produced by you, relieve no whit at all your caſe,nay 
rather they ſtand on our fide,and make good our part. For how long 
ſocever the Maiſter of the Rolles and Warden of the Fleere, doc enioy 
thcir offices, for ſo long time, by your owne calleion, they ought'to 
enioy their Freeholdes, annexed to their offices; yea and you aſlumein 
eftect,that they may nor lawfully for contempr, or any other caulc, be 
dilſciſed of their frecholds, ſo long as they be poſlelſed of their offices, 

Now then, if from the identicy of reaſon you would conclude,thata 
Parſon or Vicare for conterapt lawfully depoſed from his miniſteriall 
funcion,ſhould in like mancr lawfully looſe his freehold, annexed to 
his office, as the Maiſter of the Rol!les, pnd Warden of the Fleete, pur 
from thcir offices, ſhould looſe theirs, we would nor much have gain- 
faid your allertion. For we hold it vnregſonable that a Parſon or Vicar 
depoſed from his miniſteriall function, ſhould enioy that freehold or 
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- maintenance which .is provided forhim thar,muſt ſucceed in his mi- 
miſterial charge. But then your aſſcation would make nothing againſt 
vs. For ſo you mult prove that your officers for contempt only, may 

lawfully be put from their freeholds annexed to their offices, and yer 

. notwithſtanding remaine the ſame officers (til. 

And then indeed;fr6 ſome parity or ſemblance of reaſon,you might 
have inferred,that a Parſon or Vicarc for c6tempr deprived of his tree 
hold,annexed to his function, might notwithſtanding ſuch corempr, 
enioy his miniſteriall funCtion ſtill. But ro diſpute after this ſort, were 
idlely to diſpute, & not rodi{pute ad idem. For how doth this follow? 

T he Kings officer if for contempt he be difþlaced from his of fice can 
not withall but be difplaced from his freehold, which 10 yutily with 
his effice,and in regard of his office he poſſeſſed. 

T herfore a Parſon or Vicare for comtempt,may lawfully be deprived 

from his benefice or freebold annexed to his munisteriall junttion, 

and yet notwithſtanding emoy his miniHteriall funttion fiill,, And 
this.is the maine point& generall ca{-(for the mott part)of all che Mi- 
niſters which at this day for contempr, ſtand deprived. For among all 
the ſentences pronounced for contempr, there is ſcarcy one to be foid 
which depoſcth a Parſon or Vicarc from his miniſterial office, but on- 
lie whichdepriveth him from his Church, Parſonadge,or Vicaradge. 
Whereby rhe varcafonablenes of certeine oxdinarics, in their procelle 
of deprivari6s, bcgorne fo much'the more vnreaſonable,by how much 
more vnreaſonaÞſc it ſeemethto be, that any publicke officer (hould 
lawfully be continued in his publicke office,and yet not be ſuffered to 
enioy any publick meanes,to mainteine the ſame his office. 

And thus much have we replied vnto your an{were, made vnto our 
pleadings, that by the lawes and freecuſtomes of the Realine,a Parſon 
or Vicar, being a freeman of theRealme, may not for c6tempt vnto his 
ordinaries admonitis, be deprived ftom his fechold.if {o be you grant 
that he may enioy his miniſterial function ſtill. As couching the lawes 
ofthe church,it hath ben already ſufficiently demonſtrated,that there 


-is the-no contempt atall committed againſt an admonition, whethe 


partice-admoniſhed can alleadge any iult or reaſonable cauſe of his not 
yeelding to hisadmoniſher. And if no contempt in ſuch caſe be made, 
then nodeprivaris from a bencfice,or depolttion from the miniſterie, 


in ſuch calc ought to follow, 
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Conſiderations againſt ſubſcription, to 


the booke of the forme and maner of ma- 
Ling and conſecrating Biſhops, Pricſts 


and Deacons. 


Hu the reaſon or cauſe ſhould be, that ſubfcriptionſvnto _ 
\V this booke of conſecration &ordination of Biſhops, Pricſts os 
and D-acons, harh bene of |-te yeares, ſo hotly and egerly 
purſued by the Lords of the Clergic, is a nulterie, perhaps, 
not of many of the laytic well vnderſtood. And how lvever vnder co- 
lour of the maintenance of obudience to the itatute of the Realme, 
whereby this booke is confirmed,the ſame ſubſcription may ſceme to 
be prefſed: neverth-les if the maine drift and matt of this preſſure, 
were well boulred out,it is to be feared,that not only the valawful ſu- 
premacic of an Archbiſhop is ſought to be adviced above rhe lawfull 
ſupremacic of our Soverayne Lord King James, but alſo that the Sy- 
nodals, Canons and Conſtitutions made by the Clergie, in their con- 
vocation,are intended,if nor, to be preferred above, ycr at leaſtwiſe to 
be made<quall ro the com.non law and ſtatutes of the Realme. 
By the ancient lawes and cuſtomes of the Realmepvne parcell of the 
Kings juriſdiction and 1mperiall Crowne, hath evermore conliſted in 
- graunting ecclefiaſticall iuriſdiction,vno Archbiſhops, Biſhops and 
other Prelats. For the maintenance of wich imperiall 1uriſdiction and 
power,againſt the vſurped N——_ of the Biſhop of Rome, divers _ | vs 
ſtarutes, not imtroductorie of a nzw law, bur declaratorie of the old, in _ na 
the time of King Henry theeight, King Edward the {ixth, and of our eccle, tol.8 
late moſt Noble Quzene deceaſed, have bene made and enacted. 
Yea and in a book entituled T he [nſtitution of a Chriſtian man,com- 
poſed by Thomas Archbilhop of (anterburie, Edward Archbiſhop of wa 
Yorke & all the Biſhops,divers Archdeacons & Prelares of theRealine, 23 3* 
that then were , dedicated allo by them to King Henry the cight, it 1s fol.5 9. 
confetſed and acknowledged that the nomination & preſcntarion of 
the Bithopricks,apperteyned vnto the Kings of this Realme, And thar 
it was and thalb-lawfull rs Kinges and Princes , and their Succeſlors, 
with conſent of theic Pacliaments,to reyoke'and call againe into their 
H 3 owne 
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owne handes , or otherwiſc to reſtreine all the power and {urifdiftion 
which was given and aſſigned vnro Pricſts & Biſhops , by the lycence, 
con ſent, (1 y and authoritic of the ſame Kings and Princes, and 
nor by authoritic of God and his Goſpell , whenſocver they ſhall haye 
grounds and caules fo to doe , as ſhalbe neceſlarie, wholeſome and cx- 
edient for the Realmes,the repreſling of vice, & the increaſe of Chri- 
ſian faith and religion, | 
Ever ſince which time (vntill of late yeares , the late Archbiſhops of 
(anterbury,with the counſel of his colledge of Biſhops,altercd that his 
opinton, which ſome times in his anſwere made to the admonition to 
the Parliament , he held) it was generally and publickely maintained, 
that the ſtate, puwer and juriſdiction of Provinciall and Dioceſan Bi- 
ſhops in England,ſtood not by any Divine right, but meerly and a/to- 
gether by humaine policic and ordinance alone, And that therefore, 
according to the firl} and belt opinion and iudgment of the ſaid Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops,8c. the ſame their iuriſdiction might be taken away 
and altercd at the will and pleaſure of the kings of England, whcenloe- 
yer they ſhould have grounds and cauſes fo ro doe. 
- Mary (ince, when as the Diſcipline and governement provinciall,& 
dioceſan miniſtred and exerciſed by the late Archbiſhop deceaſed, and 
his Suffraganes, was diverlly handied, diſputed and controverted, not 
to be agreeable, bur repugaant ro the holy Scriptares,& necellaric alſo 
for the repreſling of vice, the increaſe of faith and Chriſtian religion, 
' to b-changed; they herevpon iuſtly fearing,thar the moſt vertuous & 
Chciſtian Queene deceal<d,vpon ſundry coplaints made in open Par- 
lament, againſt cheir many vniuſt greevances, would have rcformeds 
the ſame their maner of governement ; they then preſently vpon new 
adviſe and conſultation taken, boldly and conſtantly avouched the 
Do. Surchif; ſame their governement,to have bene from the Apoſtles times, and a- 
Do&. Bilſon grecable to the holy ſcriptures; and therefore alſo perpetuall, and (till 
to be vcd, & in no calc to be altered, by any king, or Potentate what- 
ſoever. 
By meanes of which this their enclyning tothe popiſh opinion,and 
holding their Lurifdictis to bee de inre divino, & protelſedly maintey- 
ning in the Homilie (wherevnto alſo ſubſcription is vrged) that the 
4 aha BY King, and all the Nobilitic, ought to be ſubiet rp excormmunication, 
of 5Church there is now at length growne fuch a mayne poſition,of having a per- 

petuall Dioceſan and Provinciall goyernement in the church,that ra- 
cher 
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ther then their Hicrarchic ſhould ſtoope, they would canſe the Kings. 


Supremacie,which he hath over their laid Luriſdiction, to fall downe 


to the ground; In fo much as by their ſuppolition, the King hath no 


authoritic, no not by his ſupreame power, te alter their ſayd governe- 
mentatall. Androthisend and purpolc (as it ſcemeth) in their late 
canons have they deviſed and decreed,this booke of ordination, to be 
ſubſcribed vato. Which ſubſcription can not but quite and cleane 0- 
verthrow the Kings ſupremacic and auncient iurifdiction, in the moſt 
dangerous degree. For if their Provinciall and Dioceſan orders and 
degrees of Miniſterie, together with thcir iuriſdiftion, be to bee vſed, 
(as eſtabliſhed and derived vnto thern by the holy ſcriptures) how then 
can it be in the power and juriſdiction of the King, to graunt, or not 
ro graunt the ol of Provinciall and Dioceſan Bikopitine and iuriſ- 
diction? Or how may the provinciall Biſhops, with their Dicceſan 
Suffraganes, be called the kings ecclefiaſticall officers, if their iuriſdi- 
ions be not derived vnto them from the king ? For if they be called 
Gods Biſhops, or Biſhops of Gods making, how then may they anic 
more be called the kings Biſhops, or Biſhops of the Kings preſenting, 
nominating and confirming ? 

Nay, belides, who then can alter them ? who can reſtreyne them 2? 
who can revoke or recall their power and iurifdition? who can reſiſt 
then? or what king of England may plittk his neck from vnder their 
yoke 2? Nay, how thould the kings Supremacie ( as by the ancient 
Lawes of the Realme it ought) remayne inviolable, when his Royall 
perſon, whole Nobilitic and Realme, is ſubic and lyable ro the cen- 
ſurc of the canon Law, excommunication ? Which law the Provinci- 
all and Dioceſan Biſhops to this day, in right and by vertue of their 
Provinciall and Diceelin iurifdition,and none otherwiſc,do ſtil vic, 
practiſc,and put in execution 2 


Beſides, if Biſhops Provinciall and Diocefan(as they be deſcribed in 


that book)be commanded in the Scriptures,and were in vie cet lince 
the Apoſtles times, then ought they to be in the Church of England, 
though the King and his law never allowed , nor approved of them. 
Bur to hold this opinion, as it will yphold the Popes ſupremacie (be- 
cauſc the generall reaſons which vphold a Provincial) Biſhop, will vp- 
hold a Pope) ſo will it once againe,not only impeach the Kings fupre- 
macie, bur alfo be repugnant tothe lawes and cuſtomes of the Realm. 
By which ſupremacic,lawcsand cuſtomes only,the provinciall & dio- 
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cefan Biſhops have bene hitherto vpheld. For ſcing the lawes and cn- 
ſtornes of the Realme,doe make the Kings nomination, preſentation, 


and confirmation, the very eſſence and being of a Ptovinciall, & Dio- 


celan Biſhop with vs, So that theſe offices oughr to be held only, from 
the authoritic, gifrand graunt ofthe King: _ ought not the kings 
nomination,preſentation,authoririe and gift,yca and the law it ſelf,in 
this caſe wes ceaſc,if the order,degree, miniſterie and iuriſdiction of 
a provinciall and dioceſan Biſhop be founded in holy Scripture ? Vn- 
clle we ſhall afficme, that , that was in the Apoſtles times , which was 
not,or that,that 1s ro be found in holy Scripture,which is not ? Namc- 
Iy that there were in the Apoſtles times, and that there be in the holy 
Scriptures, no Biſhops but provinciall and dioceaſan Biſhops to bee 
found ? And that by the law of God and the Goſpell , every King and 
Potentate , hath ſupreme power to ſuffer none but Provinciall & Dio- 
fan Biſhopsto be in the Churches. | 
So that by ſubſcription to allow, that provinciall and Dioceſan Bi- 
ſhops, be Scripturely Biſhops,and that their 1uriſdition and power, is 
a Sccipturely iuriſdiftion and power, is to deny that their iuriſdiction 
and power,dependeth vpon the kings iuriſdiftion and power, or that 
by the kings gift and authoritie they be made Biſhops. 

But how doeth ſubſcription(you will ſay)ro the booke of ordinati- 
on approve the orders and cm of provinciall & dioceſan Bilhops, 
to be by Divine right, rather then by humane ordinance ? How ? Why 
. thus: it iscvident(faith the preface of that booke) to all men diligent- 
ly reading holy Scripture and ancient Authors,that from the Apoſtles 

times , there have bene theſe orders of Miniſters in Chriſtes Church, 
Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons. Yea and by the whole order of prayer, 
and of Scripture read,& vcd in the forme of conſecrating of an Arch- 
biſhop or Biſhop, it is apparant that rhe order of an Archbiſhop or 
Bilhop, conſecrated by that booke, is reputed & taken to be of Divine 
inſticution. And therfore ſcing the names of thoſe orders of Miniſters, 
muſt neceſlarily be taken and vnderſtood of ſuch orders of Miniſters, 
45 be ſett forth and deſcribed in the body of that booke, it muſt needes 
be intended, that the Miniſters by their ſubſcription , ſhould approve 
the orders of Miniſters, mencioned in that booke , to be of Divine in- 
_ Ritution,and conſequently,that provinciall and dioceſan Miniſters or 
Biſhops, have not their eſſence and being from the nomination, gift & 

authocitie of the King. 
Bclides 
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Beſides, if we ſhould ynderttand by the word(Biſhap)him that hath 
the Miniſtrie of the word and Sacraments,as the Paſtor & teacher;and 
by the word (Prict)rhe Prefbiter, that is the Governing elder; and by 
the word (Deacon) the provider for the poore , then for the Miniſters 
ro ſubſcribe to the booke of ordination , would no way iuſtife thoſe 
officers or degrees of Miniſters,which are deſcribed in that booke, bue 
would indced viterly ſubvert and overthrow them. Becauſe the orders 
and degrees of a provincial & dioceſan Biſhop,of a Pricſt and Deacon 
mentioned in that booke,, be of a farr differing. nature from thoſe or- 
ders and degrees of Miniiters, which are mencioned in the:Scriptures: 
becauſe they only agree inname, and nor in nature, X 
Whcerforc (ce1ng there be other orders and degrees of Bifhops then 
Provincial & Dioceſan Bihops found in the holy Scriptures,& cring 


alſo Kings and Princes being YVicary D:,be commanded to authoriſe 


all chings for the tructh;and nothing againſt the tructh: it femerh ne- 
ceſlaric that his Maicſtic ſhould not anty reftrayne the Provinciall and 
Dioceſan Biſhops, from vrging ſubſcriprionto this booke of ordina- 
tion, (being ſo derogatory (in their fence and conſtruction) to his ſu- 

remacic as nothing can.be more,)buralſo to keepe the Biſhops.cthem 

Ives within the tether and compaſle of the word of God. For'if the 
word of God,doc approveamangft the Miniſters of the Word and Sa- 


:craments,a primacie of order only, & denyeth vntathem any prima- 


cic of juriſdiction and power in ccclelaſtical] governement, (as the 
learned Protcftants have proved againſt the Papiſts rouching Peters 
ſupremacie ) rhen will ir follow thacours alſo ought to bee reduced to 
thedame compalle, both for the Kings Matce(ties{afetic,and the Chur-
